Alexander the Great held this Empire but few 
Years; and dying, it was divided amongſt many 
of his Captaincs » wio at laſt took vpon them the 
Title of Kings.

The Inhabitants do all their affairs on Horſe-back, F 
_ well Pabliqueas Private,in the buying and vending 
cir Comodities: But the Slaves never Ride, which | 
ike the diRerence between them. The Native | 


CEEns of Perſia are Gaid , and Silver, Raw- 
in ſuch great Quantities that they furniſh moſt 

ot of the Exit. 
The heats in taefe parts in the Summer ſeaſon are 


ſo great, E pecially towards the Sonth part of the 
Mountains, that Gic Inhabitants are forced to forſakef 
the 
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the Cities , and retire into the Mountains for 
coolneſs, : 

The Perſians are of low Stature » yet have great 
limbs and ſtrong, they are of an Olive Colour , 
hawk'd Noſe1, and Black Hair'd , which they ſhave 
every Eight Days; they paint their Hands and Nails 
of a Reddiſh Colour. 

In their Habits they follow much of the Turks 5 
their Clotkes have no proportion to their Bodies , 
hanging locic and large, much in the Faſhion of the 
Women ; their Garments they Gird about their 
Waiſts with a Scarf ; Their Turbants are Red. The 
Women in their ſtreets, go with white Vailes over 
their Faces, down to their knees; they are very Neat 
and Rich in their Clothes and Houſes. 

The Perſians are very Strict , Superſtitions, and 


Ceremonious in their Religion, as the Turk is. They - 


Bury their Dead three hours after they are de- 
parted, Except tizey Dye in the night : They waſh 
or bathe the Bodies of their Dead before they are 
interred, in a vicat Ciſtern , which they have for 
the ſame purpote near the Mo/qre , to which place 
they are Carried on a Bier in their Clothes, and after 
they are ſtript and waikt, they put them in clean 
Linnen , Anoint them, and iv bear them to the 
Grave, being accompanied with his Friends , Rela- 
tionz, Servants , Cc. 

_ The King of Perſia Governs by an abſciute 
Power, Gifpoſing of the Lives and Eſtates of his 
Subjects , as beſt pleateth him , making his Will his 
Law, not daring to Murmur , though his ACtions 
are never ſo unjuſt. 


The Adminiſtration of Juſtice is decided by the 
E 2 Kin 
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King, but firſt tryed by the Secular Judges, who 
Examine the fame, and deliver up their (3pinion 
to the King. 

They have ſeveral Severe and {tid Puniſkments, 
which they inflict upon the Offenders, according 
to the Hainoutneſs of the Crimes ; tor ſome Offences 
they cut off their Exrs and Noſe , fometimes their 
Foot and Hands » for others to be Beheaded; for 
ſome again, they are tyed between two boards and 
ſo ſuwed aſunder, with feveral other cruell Deaths, 
too tedious fo name. |

We Divide this Pexn/ula into ten panyts or Divi- 
fions, being under ſeveral Kings, Governments, and 
Rejigions, In the Kingdoin of Cuncan, are Goa,

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Viſepore, Dabul and Rejapore , Carapatan and 
Monorelia: Goa is a City , as fair, Rich, and of as 
oreat Trafick as any in the Eaft-In4zes, being Si- 
tuated on an Iftind of the fame name, taken by 
the Portroals in the Year 1510 , and have fince that 
Eſtabliſhed themſelves ſo Powerfully there, that 
their V;ce-Roy , Biſhop, ar1 their Council, for the 
Eaſt-Indies,have their Refidencethere ; Their ftreets 
arelarge, their Houſes fair, eſpecially their Palaces 
and Paylick Buildings , which are very Magnificent, 
their Churches are Stately, anc} Richly Adorned; The 
City is 15 Mites in Compatss The Portrga!s hve 
here in all manner of Deh2ht and Pleaſure. 

Here on this Coaſt is alſo Sitnated Surrat and 
Bombay , two great Factorycs of the Engiift 
Merchants. 

The whole Conntrey is under the Government of 
the Suvagee, who isa Tributary to the great Mogul. 
The People bloudy and treackerous, addicte&much 
to the Art of Poytfonning, and do Fight commoniy 
with Poyſoned Arrows. 

A notable Inſtance of their Treachery I ſhall give 
you ; Which was in the Year 1683. There was 
three of their Ships and four Grabs, man'd with 
1500 of their Men, which the &zvagee attzrwards 
(by way of Excuſe) pretended to be Arab:ans, and 
took the Ship to be a Portugueſe, and as a token of 
*theirReſentmeut Impriſoned theChief of them;They 
ſet upon ene of our Eaft. 1:47 Ships » call'd the 
Preſident > Captain Fonathan Hide Commander , 
whom they Attaqued very deſperately, and was as 
Briskly received by the Eng/;ſh, and as bravely Re- 


pulſed with a' great Siaughter of the Indians : And 
| E 4 Re- 
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Recovered their Ship, to the great Comendations df 


all that were there in. Which brave Souls had 
not the Happine(s to Enjoy the Honour of that 
Action in their own Countrey. The Ship being 


unfortunately caſt away in February following , and 
all their Men loft but two, as they were coming 
into the Chanel”, to the great grief and ſorrow of 
the Merchants and Gewners, as well as their Particu- 
lar Friends and Relations. 

Malabar, extends its ſelf from the River Ganpe- 
raco, to Cape Comarins, 3oo miles in length, but is 
not above $o in breadth, and ending towa; 0s the 
Cape in a Point ; The Countrey is more Popnlous 
for the bignels then any in Ind:a , enjoying a very 
Temperate Air, and a Fraitful Soil, well Watered, 
and indented with many Creeks; The Ground unft 
for Corn but Plentiful in Rice, and all manner of 


Spices , as Ginger, Cinnamon , Caflia, Pepper, 


anq moſt Excellent Fruits. 


The People on this part of Inq, are of a blacker 
Complexion then the reſt of the Ind:ans, well Limb- 
ed, wearing their Hair long and Curled : About 
their Heads they wear a Hankerchief, wrouzht with Þ 
Gold and Silver , and about their middle a Cloth, 


which hangeth down to conceal their Nakecdnels.
